These fears are most frequent 
and pronounced during the eurly 
teen-years though they may arise 
at any age, even long before the 
child enters school.

If you win the confidence of a 
school child of any age, in* will 
freely tell you of the fears whlrh 
hamper him when he talks In 
the classroom Winn he reaches' 
high school these fears may be 
more frequent and violent.

Nature of Fears 
In this column I have relayed 
some .samples or the nature of 
these fears as I gathered them 
during hundreds of forums with 
youths. .Some youths aho write 
me of these f* ars. 
‘ Dear Dr. Myers: I have read 
your column In Hie paper many 


J time* I would like some help from 
you. f ara a sophomore In high 
school. My trouble Is speaking be­ 
fore a group and reading In class. 
I arn afraid of people. My teach­ 
ers have tried to help me speak 
before a group They say to know 
what you are going to say arid to 
try and talk to one person, I us­ 
ually get flit material for Hie 
ialk learned arid try to follow 
their suggestions but when I get 
Up in front of a group, I can’t say 
a word, 


Bead in f lass 
’ People tell me it Is .silly to be 
the way I am about talking but 
It Isn’t a little thing to me. It Is 
really a trouble, I am this way 
even when I am called on to read 
In class. I start .shaking arid my 
voice shakes, too. I arn beginning 
to wonder lf anything Is wrong 
•si’ii me, I do really need some 
help." 
in part, I replied: I ’m sure you 
can gradually overcome the di’m- 
culty you describe. The advice of 
your teachers Is good, only you 
should not undertake a long 
speech, 
Plan for some while for It to be 
only a sentence or two. even whee 
before a group Ask your teachers 
to allow you for some days to an­ 
swer questions or speak in class 
while sitting. 


Try to b** more often with other 
boys arui girls fh Informal groups 
having fun. Limit your talk then 
to a sentence or two. Don’t try to 
talk much. Be an eager, inter­ 
ested listener. Also practice ut 
speaking very briefly ut a time 
Bi your family Do stop pitying 
yourself and supposing you are 
queer, Everybody has some such 
fears As you win more successes, 
you will gain more self-conft- 
d*nee and grow proud of your 
achievements.
